we  saw  in  operation  on  Mr.  Maddox  Fisher’s  farm 
we  hesitate  not  to  declare  that  we  view  it  as  an  im 
port  ant  acquisition  to  our  state,  and  therefore  rc 
commend  it  to  the  attention  of  every  farmer  whe 
cultivates  either  hemp  or  flax.  The  construction 
of  tlie  machine  is  simple  and  does  not  appear  likely 
to,  gut  out  of  order.  We  suppose  that  one  of  those 
machines  having  two  breaks  and  moved  with  ease 
by  one  horse,  might  be  built  foi  about  30  or  40& 
IVe  have  no  hesitation  instating  that  hemp  maybe 
broken  in  much  greater  quantities  with  the  same 
labour,  and  with  ease  to  the  hands  employed,  and 
that  much  delay,  severe  labour,  and  considerable 
txpence  might  be  saved  to  hemp  raisers  by  the 
erection  of  these  machines.
